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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  Borough  of  Sandwich. 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  information, 
and  consideration,  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1948. 

The  Report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  shows  that  the 
general  health  of  the  Borough  has  been  maintained  at  a 
satisfactory  level. 

Vital  Statistics  : 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  19.35  per  1,000  pf 
population.  This  was  lower  than  that  for  the  previous 
year  (27.2  per  1,000),  but  is  1.45  per  1,000  higher  than 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  no  still¬ 
births. 

The  death  rate  was  13.9  per  1,000  of  population,  being 
less  than  that  recorded  for  the  previous  year,  but  2.2  per 
1,000  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  commonest  cause  of  death  was  heart  disease, 
which  accounted  for  28.8%  of  the  total  deaths.  Is  this 
a  warning  as  to  the  deleterious  results  arising  from  the 
many  stresses  that  the  human  body  is  subjected  to  in  our 
modern  mode,  of  life,  such  as  worry,  hustle  and  overwork  ? 
The  human  body,  such  as  it  is,  can  only  tolerate  a  certain 
amount  of  stressi  for  a  short  time  and  no  more. 

The  next  commonest  cause  of  death  was  Cancer, 
which  accounted  for  11.5%  of  the  total  deaths.  During 
the  past  decade  there  has/  been  a  gradual  but  definite 
increase  in  Cancer  mortality  throughout  the  country. 
Research  is  going  on  in  most  countries  in  an  endeavour  to 
discover  the  cause  that  brings  about  a  malignant  change 
in  an  otherwise  normal  body  cell,  and  it  may  well  be  that 
we  are  on  the  threshold  of  discovering  it,  and,  having 
done  so,  applying  the  appropriate  remedy  for  its  elimina¬ 
tion  from  the  victim’s  body.  At  present  much  can  be 
done  for  the  early  cases  but,  to  derive  any  benefit,  it  is 
essential  that  they  undergo  treatment  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment. 

Infant  mortality  54.7  per  thousand  live  births  was 
higher  than  that  for  the  preceding  year  (31.5  per  1,000), 
and  exceeded  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  by  20.7. 


Of  these  deaths,  congenital  mal-development  account¬ 
ed  for  50%.  Although  much  can  be  done  to  save  the 
premature  Ghild,  little  can  be  done  to  rectify!  nature’s 
defects  in  the  mal-developed  infant. 

Infectious  Diseases : 

For  the  fourth  year  in  succession  the  incidence  of 
Zymotic  disease  was  low — 31  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 
and  11  cases  of  Measles  being  notified.  For  the  past 
eight  years  not  a  single  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred 
in  the  Borough.  Diphtheria  notifications  throughout 
the  whole  country  for  the  year  1948  were  the  lowest  ever 
recorded,  being  47,000  below  the  average  55,000  obtaining 
in  the  ten-year  period  1931-1940.  The  mortality  figure 
also  showed  a  marked  decline,  only  150  deaths  having 
been  recorded  as  compared  with  2,480  in  the  year  1940. 
This  phenomenal  result  I  consider  a  great  tribute  to  the 
success  of  the  immunising  campaign  started  in  1940  in 
an  attempt  to  combat  this  serious  menace  to  the  health 
of  the  population. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  percentage  of  immunised 
children  under  15  years  of  age  in  the  Borough  was  69.92. 

General : 

With  my  Report  is  incorporated  the  Report  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector — Mr.  T.  Douglas — on  the  Sanitary 
circumstances  in  the  Borough.  As  usual,  it  shows  the 
efficient  and  thorough  manner  with  which  he  performs 
his  duties,  and  I  take  this  annual  opportunity  to  express 
my  indebtedness  and  thanks  for  his  valuable  assistance 
and  co-operation. 

To  my  clerk — Miss  Lawrence — I  desire  to  express 
my  gratitude  for  her  help  in  the  compilation  of  this  Report.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

Hospitals: 

(a)  General:  There  is  no  general  hospital  in  the  Borough. 
Cases  requiring  treatment  are  largely  dealt  with  at  the 
Ramsgate  General  Hospital,  the  Kent  and  Canterbury 
Hospital  situated  at  Canterbury,  and  the  Victoria 
Hospital,  Deal.  After  the  5th  July  the  Hospital 
and  Specialist  services  came  under  the  administration 
of  the  South-East  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital 
Board  which  is  responsible  for  all  Hospitals  in  the 
County. 

(b)  Infectious  :  Since  the  closure  of  the  Eastry  Isolation 
Hospital  on  December  31st,  1946,  cases  of  infectious 
illness  are  now  sent  to  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  at  Haine. 

Ambulance  Facilities: 

(1)  For  infectious  cases:  Cases  are  removed  by  the  Haine 
Isolation  Hospital  Ambulance. 

(2)  For  non-infectious  cases  and  accidents  the  Borough 

Council  possessed  an  efficient  motor  ambulance. 
After  the  5th  July  the  County  Council  became  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  provision  of  a  comprehensive  ambulance 
service  throughout  the  County. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes: 

There  are  none  in  the  Borough. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home: 

No  special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  this  by 
the  Authority.  Health  Visitors  employed  by  the  County 
and  Nurses  of  the  Kent  County  Nursing  Association  visit 
in  the  Borough. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare: 

The  Centre  at  the  Masonic  Hall  is  administered  by 
the  County  Council. 

Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Disease: 

Up  to  the  5th  July,  1948,  the  arrangements  for  treat¬ 
ing  cases  of  this  nature  were  in  the  hands  of  the  County 
Council.  After  that  date  the  administration  was  taken 
over  by  the  South-Eastern  Hospital  Board. 

Laboratory  Facilities: 

Clinical  material  is  submitted  to  the  County  Labora¬ 
tory,  as  are  samples  of  milk,  water,  sewage,  etc.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water: 

The  water  supply  for  the  Borough  is  derived  from  the 
Corporation’s  Waterworks,  situated  at  Woodnesborough, 
in  the  Eastry  Rural  District.  From  a  deep  well  some 
200,000  gallons  of  water  is  pumped  every  24  hours,  and 
is  chemically  treated  prior  to  delivery.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage: 

Main  drainage  is  provided  for  practically  the  whole  of 
the  Borough.  The  sewage  is  discharged  into  the  River 
Stour  at  two  outlets  without  previous  treatment. 

Number  of  premises  connected  to  main  drain,  1,201. 
Number  of  premises  connected  to  cesspools,  20. 

Public  Cleansing: 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  is 
carried  out  officially  by  the  Corporation.  House  refuse 
collections  are  made  weekly,  a  Scammell  motor  vehicle 
fitted  with  canvas  covers,  to  render  the  process  of  loading 
as  dustless  as  possible,  being  used  for  this  purpose.  A 
trailer  is  attached  to  the  vehicle  for  the  conveyance  of 
waste  paper,  rags  and  bones.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at 
the  Controlled  Tip  situated  in  Richborougli  Road,  where  it 
is  compacted  and  the  banks  of  the  tip  covered  with  grass 
sods  previously  removed  prior  to  tipping.  This  method 
of  disposal  has  proved  quite  satisfactory.

Rodent  Control: 

A  part-time  Rodent  Officer  is  employed  to  carry  out 
the  work  of  rats  and  mice  infestation. 

During  the  year  75  complaints  of  minor  infestations 
were  received  and  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

Estimated  number  of  rodents  killed  after  prebaiting 
and  poisoning,  219. 

Examination  of  the  sewers  failed  to  show  any  signs 
of  infestation.  A  further  test  was  carried  out  with  a 
negative  result. 
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Verminous  Premises: 

Six  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  and 
satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

Re-inspections  are  made  after  disinfestation  has  been 
completed  to  ensure  that  proper  precautions  are  taken  to 
prevent  re-infestation. 

Salvage: 

During  the  year  the  collection  of  waste  paper  and  card¬ 
board  was  continued,  and  after  sorting  was  baled  and  sent 
to  the  Paper  Mills. 

The  quantity  of  paper  and  cardboard  collected  was  34 
tons,  11  cwt.

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  a  considerable  number  of  war- 
damaged  houses  were  repaired  and  made  habitable.

Local  Authority: 

The  scheme  for  the1  development  of  the  Sandwood 
Housing  Estate  for  200  houses,  shops  and  Bungalows, 
which  was  adopted  in  January,  1945,  when  the;  lay-out 
submitted  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  1948  progress  was  made  on  this  Estate  by  the 
completion  and  occupation  of  20  houses  in  Sandwood. 
Road,  and  the  completion  of  a  long  concrete  road  known 
as  St.  B art.’s  Road. 

This  new  road,  wjiile  forming  a  useful  bye-pass  from 
Woodnesborough  Road  to  Dover  Road,  has  a  frontage  for 
59  houses. 

The  number  of  houses;  completed  and  occupied  at  the 
end  of  the  year  on  this  road  was  16  of  the  North  Aspect 
3 -bedroom  type. 

The  total  number  of  new  houses  occupied  at  the  end 
of  1948  on  this  Estate  was  36. 


Private  Enterprise: 

A  Private  Contractor  who  received  permission  to 
complete  10  partly  built  houses  and  erect  20  new  houses 
on  Poulders  Gardens  Estate  had  completed  the  whole  of 
the  30  houses  by  the  end  of  1948. 

This  district,  in  common  with  many  others,  is  experi¬ 
encing  a  great  housing  shortage  which  has  produced  a  long 
waiting  list  of  applicants  for  houses. 

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspector  made  97 
inspections  of  the  Bakehouses,  Dairies,  and  other  food  pre¬ 
paring  places  in  the  Borough.  No  defects  were  found. 

Meat: 

At  the  commencement  of  the  war  all  slaughtering  in 
the  Borough  ceased  and  the  work  is  now  carried  out  under 
the  Ministry  of  Fodd  Centralised  Slaughteringf  Scheme. 

In  October,  1948,  the  slaughter-house  in  Eoop  Street 
was  licensed  for  the  slaughtering  of  pigs  only,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  domestic  pig-keeping  scheme. 

The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  31 — all  the  carcases,  after  examination,  were  passed 
as  being  sound. 

Condemned  Food: 

During  the  past  year  the  following  foodstuffs  were 
condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption: — 
Liver,  20lbs.;  Cheese,  20 jibs.;  Canned  Foods,  1131bs.; 
total,  Icwt.  411bs. 

Ice  Cream: 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  which  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  October,  1939,  makes  it  compulsory 
for  all  premises  used  for  the  sale  or  manufacture  for  sale  of 
ice  cream  to  be  registered  with  the  Local  Authority 
Number  of  premises  registered:,  6. 

Milk: 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspector  made  fifteen 
visits  to  the  various  dairies  and  cow-sheds  in  the  Borough. 
One  cowshed  was  modernised..

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Supply  of  Serum: 

Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  was  provided  by  the  Council 
free  of  charge  and  supplied  to  Medical  Practitioners  for 
the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  in  accordance 
with  the  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  (outside  London)  Order, 
1910.  After  the  5th  of  July  the  South-East  Kent 
Hospital  Management  Committee  arranged  for  stocks  of 
Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  to  be  held  at  the  Victoria  Hospital, 
Deal. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation: 

A  scheme  for  the  immunisation  of  children  against 
diphtheria  was  adopted  and  came  into  force  in  the  latter 
part  of  1940.  Up  to  the  end  of  194%  the  results  were  as

Disinfection: 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The 
Council  does  not  possess  a  steam  disinfector.  Infected 
articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  are  sent  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Haine  for  treatment.  Number  of  premises 
disinfected,  8. 

Verminous  Persons. 

There  are  no  facilities  for  the  cleansing  of  verminous 
persons  in  the  Borough,  but  there  are  facilities  for  the  dis¬ 
infestation  of  clothing  at  the  Haine  Isolation  Hospital. 

Infectious  Diseases: 

Scarlet  Fever:  One  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 
Erysipelas:  Two  cases  were  notified. 

Diphtheria:  No  cases  occurred  during  the  year. 
Measles  :  Eleven  cases  were  notified.
